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IMPORT  TRADE  BY  COMMODITY 


The  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Depai-bnent  of  Com- 
merce,  announced  today  that  the  increase  in  United 
States  imports  for  consumption  from  $1,253.1  million 
In  May  to  $1,295.6  million  in  June,   an  advance  of 
about  three  percent,   resulted  from  sizable  increases 
in  imports  of  semimanufactures  and  crude  materials. 
Imports  of  the  three  remaining  ecancanic  classes  of 
cocimodities,  manufactured  foodstuffs,  crude  food- 
stuffs,  and  finished  manufactures,   decreased 
slightly  during  the  period.     The  June  1960  imports 
for  consumption  total,  however,  was  about  three  per- 
cent less   than  the  June  1959  total  of  $l,335.'i  mil- 
lion. 

For  the  first  six  months  of  1960,   imports  for 
cansumption  were  valued  at  $7,612.2  million  or 
about  four  percent  more  than  the  $7,307.2  million 
reported  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1959.     The 
Bureau  also  stated  that  the  imports  for  consumption 
total  for  fiscal  year  1960   (July  1959-June  1960) 
amounted  to  $15,292.1  million,   a  level  about  10  per- 
cent higher  than  the  $13,890.5  million  reported  for 
fiscal  year  1959   (July  1958^une  1959).     Fiscal  year 
1960  "duty  free"  commodities  were  valued  at  $5,887.<+ 
million,   or  about  39  percent  of  the  total  as  com- 
pared to  $5,517.3  million,   or  about  4-0  percent  of 
the  total,   reported  for  fiscal  year  1959. 

Imports  of  .qeTtiimflniifactures  climbed  from  $243.3 
million     in  May     to  $269.2     million     in     June 


due  mainly  to  increases  in  imports  of  individual  ccm- 
modities  included  in  this  economic  class  as  follows: 
gas  and  fuel  oil,   from  $33.7  to  $37.4  million; 
nickel  and  alloys,   from  $8.1  to  $11.7  million;    and 
copper,   from  $23.3  to  $26.5  million.     The  rise  in 
imports  of  crude  materials  from  $256.3  to  $281.8 
million  largely  reflected  increases  in  imports  of 
crude  petrole\im,   from  $69.5  to  $87.0  million;   un- 
manufactured wool,   from  $7.9  to  $12.7  million;    and 
diamonds  for  industrial  use,  frcxn  $2.7  to  $5.6  mil- 
lion. 

Imports  of  manufactured  foodstuffs  declined  from 
$144.9  million  in  May  to  $140.6  million  in  June  as  a 
drop  in  imports  of  cane  sugar  from  $58.3  to  $49.9 
million  was  partly  offset  by  a  rise  in  imports  of 
meat  products  from  $24.3  to  $29.7  million.     The 
slight  decline  in  imports  of  crude  foodstuffs  from 
$155.6  to  $152.6  million  reflected,   in  part, 
decreases  in  imports  of  cattle,   except  for  breeding, 
from  $6.9  to  $4.0  million  and  fresh  and  dried 
vegetables,   from  $3.5  to  $1.4  million.     Imports  of 
finished  manufactures  decreased  slightly  from  $453.0 
to  $451.4  million  owing  chiefly  to  a  substantial 
decrease  in  imports  of  automobiles  and  parts,   from 
$62.7  to  $49.6  million  and  to  a  decline  in  imports  of 
steel  mill  products  from  $27.5  to  $24.1  million 
which  were  largely  offset  by  small,   scattered  in- 
creases in  imports  of  many  of  the  other  commodities 
included  in  this  economic  class. 


EXPLANATION  OF  STATISTICS 


COVERAOE:  Import  statistics  include  merchandise 
Imported  by  government  agencies  as  well  as  by  pri- 
vate importers,  but  exclude  American  goods  returned 
by  the  United  States  armed  forces  for  their  own  lose. 
Iftiited  States  trade  with  Puerto  Rico  and  United 
States  possessions  is  not  included  in  this  report, 
but  the  import  trade  of  Puerto  Rico  with  foreign' 
countries  is  included  as  a  part  of  the  United  States 
import  trade.  Merchandise  shipped  intransit  throtigh 
the  Iftiited  States  between  foreign  countries  is  not 
included  in  ingiort  statistics. 

VAUJATION:  Import  values  are,  in  general,  based 
on  market  price  or  selling  price,  and  are,  in  gener- 
al, f.o.b.  the  exporting  country.  Import  values  also 
exclude  United  States  import  duties.   None  of  the 
values  have  been  adjusted  for  changes  in  price  level. 


EFFECT  OF  SAMPLING:  Formal  entry  shipments 
valued  less  than  $100  and  informal  entry  shipments 
valued  $250  or  less  (less  than  one  percent  of  total 
import  value)  are  estimated  by  sampling.  These  es- 
timated values  are  shown  in  the  tables  of  this  re- 
port as  "Estimated  value  $l-$99  formal  and  $l-$250 
informal  entry  shipments"  and  are  arbitrarily  in- 
cluded in  the  total  for  "Finished  manxif actures . " 
The  largest  variation  from  rounding  of  figures  is 
$50,000,
